DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed 7/1 3/201 0. Claims 1 7- 
29 and 34 are now pending. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Jeffrey Mclntyre on 7/14/2010. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 20, line 3, change "20 000" to -- 20,000 --; 

Claim 25, line 17, change "S03 source, preferably acetyl sulfate, to obtain" to 
-- S0 3 source to obtain --. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 17-29 and 34 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The present claims are allowable over the closest references: Huffer et al. (US 
2005/0090611). 

Huffer et al. disclose a cosmetic preparation comprising an oil-in-water emulsion 
which contains a) one or more of amphiphilic compounds which are composed of a 
hydrophobic compound which is formed from a polyisobutylenes which have a high 
content of terminal double bonds (> 70 mol %), and a hydrophilic compound, b) oil, and 
c) water (claims 24, 44; [0011] - [0029]; [0101]; [0136]). Huffer et al. further disclose the 
emulsion can contain one or more emulsifiers , which reads on "comprising a surfactant 
and a cosurfactant" wherein the amount of surfactant is from 1 to 2.5% by weight and 
the total amount of emulsifier does not exceed the amount of from 0.2 to 1 0% by weight 
based on the total composition (claim 44, [0135]). 

However, Huffer et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed method of 
stabilizing an emulsion comprising adding, during preparation of the emulsion, a 
surfactant and a cosurfactant, the cosurfactant being an amphiphilic polymer having one 
or more hydrophobic subunits (A) and one or more hydrophilic subunits (B), wherein 
one or more of said hydrophobic subunits (A) have been formed on the basis of a 
polyisobutene block whose polyisobutene macromolecules have terminal double bonds 
to an extent of at least 50 mol%, wherein the amount of cosurfactant added is from 0.01 
to 25% by weight of the amount of surfactant added . 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
